Correxpondence Course Successful 

More than 350 students from grades 
1 to 8 at many outlying points of the 
province are now enrolled in the 
special correspondence course in public 
school studies conducted by the prov- 
incial department of education for 
those children who live in the remote 
places of the province where no 
schools are conducted or where the 
distances are too great to get „to 
school. There are 36 pupils enrolled 
in grade 8 and 75 in grade 1, the re- 
mainder being distributed through 
other grades. 


Provincial School Attendance 


There is a slight reduction in school 
attendance figures of the province for 
the year 1924 from the figures of the 
previous year. The total attendance 
in 1923 was approximately 148,000 
and the attendance for 1924 was ap. 
proximately 147,500. There was an 
increase of 24 new school districts 
during the year bringing the total up 
x 3342, with two of these disorganiz- 
ed.

sident Croatians. Being chiefly agri - 
culturists, they do not need Russian | 
trade, and can afford to wait.

ABRAM’S MACHINE FOR Rx. 
MEDYING ILLS GETS PAT ON 
BACK 


London, Jan. 17.—Dr. Abrams’ ap- 
|paratus for effecting cures by means 
of electric waves, which became popu- 
‘larly known as his “magic box” and 
which most people here had forgotten. 
has suddenly come into the limelight 
again through a report by a commit- 
tee of scientific investigators which, 
if correctly reported by today’s Daily 
Express, shows they are convinced 
that there is “something new and 
| wonderful in connection with the box 
which, although not yet understood, 
further 


| makes 
able. 
| “They are reported by the paper 
as saying that the research holds 
great potentialities” and is worthy of 
active financial support. The mem- 
bers of one committee include Sir 
{Thomas Horder, the Prince of Wales’ 
|physician, who is known as a cancer 
expert, and Dr. C. B. Heald, medical 
‘advisor to the director of civil avia- 
| tion. 

The other members were experts 
in physcal research and radiography 
Sir Thomas Horder read the com- 
mittee's report last evening at a 
| meeting of the Royal Society of Medi. 
eine. It says among other things 
that friends of the committee had 
warned them that it would be inex- 
| pedient to publish the results of their 
investigation, but after consideration, 
they had decided to disregard this 
| warning “because nothing but good 
‘ean come from publication and work 
condueted in a spirit of scientific sin- 
cerity and of which full details are 
| given,”

their report is in no wise a claim that 
the box has curative power.
